COURT RHCORDS WHICH SEEM To PUT THE CHBItRl' TRUE YARN

OUT OF BUSINESS THE FATHER OF HIS COUNTRY NAMED

IN AN INDICTMENT WHICH ALLEGES FALSE SWEARING.

WASHINGTON, Oct. .2 Document-
ary evidence has just been discovered
In Fairfax County, Va., to prove that
George-Washlngt-

on
was not always

regarded by his nolghbors as a model
of voracity. At the May term of the
Fairfax County Court In 17C0 he was
publicly "presented" by the Grand
Jury for swearing to a false list of
his taxable property. In other words,
12 citizens of his home county official-
ly branded him as a liar and a tax-dodg- er

The discovery of this record was
made by Captain S. R. Donahoe, edi-
tor of the Fairfax Herald. While seek-
ing data lor a history of the country,
which he is engaged In writing, Cap-

tain Donahoe had occasion to exam-
ine the ancient records of the county
court, and theie he unearthed, a day
or two ago, startling proof of the fact
that In 1760 crlmlunal proceedings were
Instituted against Washington for not
entering his property for taxation
agreeably to law, an offense which In-

volved the making of a false oath.
On page 4C3 of a volume entitled

"Liber A.," the minute book of the
court, Captain Donahoe found" the re-

port of the Grand Jury of Fairfax
County, Colony of Virginia, rendered
to the Court on May 2, 17C0, and in it,
in company with presentments for
thievery and indictments for landing
Quakers, was the following:

"We present George William Fair-
fax, George Washington, John Car-lyl- e,

Daniel French, Robert Bogges,
Catesby Cocke, Townshend Dade,
Sybill West, Garrard Alexander, Je-
mima Minor, William Ramsay, Ben-
jamin Grayson, George Mason, John
Plummer, Daniel McCarty and Abra-
ham Barnes for (not) entering their
wheeled carriages agreeably to law,
as appears to us by the list of deliv-

ered to the Clerk of the County."
The word "present" as used In this

report carried In those days only a
slightly different meaning from that
of the word "Indict," a difference
largely technical.

"The old laws of the Colony or Vir-
ginia," today said Walter T. Oliver, ot
the Virginia Legislature and a prom-
inent lawyer of Fairfax, "provided for
criminal proceedings In two ways; by
Indictment or presentment. In case .of
indictment the King's counsel Initiated
the prosecution, bringing the tacts
before the Grand Jury, who then re-
ported an indictment to the court; In
case of presentment, however, tht
Grand Jurors proceeded on their own
initiative without the assistance or
intervention of the counsel. They
summoned witnesses, and, if to the
minds of the twelve, the facts showed
the suspected person guilty of a crime,
the case was 'presented' to the Court,
whereupon proper writs of apprehen-
sion were issued for the accused and
the King's counsel ordered to prose-
cute the case. So that, so far as the
legal signification of the word means
a grave criminal charge by an author-
ized jury, 'present' has, In this in-

stance, the same force as 'indict' "
"Further," said Mr. Oliver, "that an

owner's failure to 'enter' any property
should have been dealt with as a crime
rests upon the meaning of the word
'enter' in the formal presentment. Un-
der Colonial law an owner, unlessMie
was willing to permit the county offi-

cial to make a schedule of his taxable
property, made out a list of It himself.
To protect the public revenues against
fraud, the law provided that, subjoin-
ed to the list of property, should be
the following oath, taken by the own-
er:

" 'I, , do solemnly swear that tho
property entered In the foregoing list
is all, both real and personal, subject

to taxation of which 1 am seized and
possessed In tho county of , In the
Colony of Virginia.1

"This oath was duly made and at-
tested before an authorized official.
The offense of swearing falsely to a
property list, while really perjury,
was made a separate offense by act ot
the House ot Burgesses. Thus It was
that Washington was criminally
charged, not with perjury, but with
not 'entering' certain property."

In short, the greatest of Americans
was believed on judicial history and
examination by 12 substantial men ot
his country, to be guilty of what Is to-

day termed "tax-dodgin-

Yet he was In good company. The
William Fairfax with him was a nep-

hew of the great Lord Fairfax, whoso
possessions would have easily blanket-
ed half a dozen German principalities;
and tho George Mason caught In this
Judicial drag net was afterward the
author of the celebrated Bill ot Rights
and the bosom friend of Thomas Jeff-
erson.

The tradition that Washington was
officially charged with swearing to a
falso tax list for the purpose of evad-
ing the payment of taxes has been
passed around the gossiping circles or
the sleepy old village of Fairfax for au
the generations ot the last century.
But, until it was proved to be true by
Captain Donahoe's discovery, no spe-

cial credence was placed there. Ac
cording to tradition, Washington was
haled up before the court some half
dozen times for this offense. The par-
ticular record referred to here, how-
ever, has omy this single case.

It Is unfortunate that there are no
records left of the result of this pro-
ceeding. This book alone of all the
records survives. When In the conflict
between the States tho armies of the
North swept through the village ot
Fairfax the Union soldiery pillaged
the historic Courthouse building and
burned or bore away every volume
and record It contained. Only tho
will of Washington, which had been
taken to Ricnmond for safe-keepi-

on the advance of McDowell to Bull
Run, was preserved. About ten years
ago the clerk of the county was as-

tonished to receive this lone volume,
"Liber A." from a citizen of Pennsyl-
vania, who said In explanation that,
as administrator of the estate of a
Northern soldier, lately deceased, the
uook had come Into his hands. It had
been taken by the man while cam-
paigning in Virginia as a trophy.

The records are In the scholarly
handwriting of the 18th century, and,
though the paper Is faded and crumb-
ling with age, the Ink Is still clear and
the presentment of Washington by the
Grand Jury is as legible as a page ot
yesterday's typewriting. There is one
defect in this passage, however. The
word "not" was omitted by tho clerk
who penned the court record. A "not"
was interlined, whether at the time or
not, It is Impossible to tell.

BOOTH FOR LARGE FAMILIES.
BOSTON, Sept 29. "Better seven-

teen In a family, or even 24, as In Ger-
many, than ono or two spoiled chil-
dren," is the opinion of General Wil-
liam Booth, of the Salvation Army. In
discussing race suicide the General,
who is hero on a visit, declared that
parents who have but one or two chil-
dren always Indulge them, and that
this indulgence creates recklessness.

He condemned old age pensions, say-

ing it was only another scheme for
idleness, and as to Christian Science
he remarked that any breaking away
from old faiths was better than slum-
ber.

LARGER CANAL.
WASHINGTON, October 20 Because

of tho fact that the plans of shipbuild-
ing now include the building of much
laiger ships than have beeil formerly
the case, it has been decided by Rear
Admiral II. H. Rosseau, C. E. of tho
Bureau of Yards and Docks, that it will
be necessaiy to widen the Panama
canal Ir order to accommodate tho
shipping that may want to pass
through It. He onived at Washington
yesterday with the p'nns ho had drawn
up for tho purpose ot submitting then
to the government officials.

Tim projected widening of tho canal
wlU Involve the expenditure of many
millions In nmlilioii to the first es-

timated cost, and will require an ex-

tension of time fot Die work of com-
pleting the canal.

FILIPINOS GIVE THANKS.
MANILA, October 20. A joint reso-

lution has been passed In the Legisla-
tive Assembly thanking tho Americans
for the boon they have conferred on
the Philippines by oxtonding to the
people a system of local solf govern-
ment

nearly starved, two mllos off the en-

trance to tho Chicago River.
Hlgbee left Thunder Mountain,

Mich., Monday, but tho centerboard ot
his boat was lost and ho was unable to
direct the course of the craft Ho was
blown across tho lake, and aad nothing
to live upon but a few raw potatoes.

THE PHILIPPINE SETTLEMENT
NOT LIKE THE ONE ON ISLAND
OF MOLOKAI

MANILA, September 28. A school
of Esperanto is to be established at
Culion leper colony on account ot the
diversity of languages now spoken
within Its narrow limlU. There are
now inhabitants from almost all the
Islands of the archipelago and the
need of the use of Interpreters makes It
almost impossible to attend to the
wants ot all with promptitude. The
people themselves are unable to con-
verse with one another In many cases
and It 1b believed-tha- t It would be far
easier for them to learn the new
unlvorsal language than English.

Dr. Helser states that tho only com-
plaint he received while on his visit
at Culion was from some of the In-

mates of tho hospital who wanted a
number ot dogs to be sent to them.
Filipinos like all other people take to
pets and those people, so far away
from their relatives, friends and ac-

quaintances, want dogs to be Imported
so that they may have some living
playing playthings.
The request had to bo denied for sani-

tary reasons. Persons with leprous
hands stroking a dog would leave on
tho fur bacilli which other persons not
Infected would come In direct contact
with In case of fondling tho some dog,
a thing most everyone does.

Another reason would be the expense
or maintenance of these dogs which
would naturally increase in a -- short
time and would eventually overrun
tho colony.'

Among the pending changes In the
colony Is the appointment of a chief
of police. As soon as the proper
papers can be made out this appoint-
ment will bo given to the Filipino
Lieutenant ot constabulary recently
discharged from the force and taken to
the settlement suffering from the dread
disease.
